Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the ramp generator as 
specified in claims 5 and 22 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to because brief description of each box in Figs. 1-4 is 
lacking. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a 
foreign application or patent, or to a publication is improper. Applicant is required to 
amend the disclosure to include the material incorporated by reference. The 
amendment must be accompanied by an affidavit or declaration executed by the 
applicant, or a practitioner representing the applicant, stating that the amendatory 
material consists of the same material incorporated by reference in the referencing 
application. See In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 569, 179 USPQ 157 (CCPA 1973); In re 
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Hawkins, 486 F.2d 579, 1 79 USPQ 1 63 (CCPA 1 973); and In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 23, "the means to form a smooth transition" lacks clear 
antecedent basis. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1 -23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Killion 
et al (US 6,1 01 ,258). 

Regarding claims 1-12, 1/19, 2/19, 3/19, 4/19, 5/19, 6/19, 7/19, 8/19, 9/19, 10/19, 
1 1/19, 12/19, and 20-22, Killion et al (hereafter Killion) shows the hearing device, at 
least one filter unit (150,155 in Figs. 8 or 9), smooth transition parameters (Fig. 10) and 
low-pass characteristics (215). 
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Regarding claims 13-18, 14/19, 15/19, 16/19, 17/19, 18/19, and 23, Killion shows 
the manual intervention over an oversteer unit (55). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

10. Claims 1-6, 13-18, 14/19, 15/19, 16/19, 17/19, 18/19, and 20-23 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Park et al (US 5,477,270) in view of 
Traini, Jr. (US 5,361,378). 

Regarding claims 1-6, 13-18, 14/19, 15/19, 16/19, 17/19, 18/19, and 20-23, Park 
et al (hereafter Park) shows the method for operating microphones in which one of 
several hearing modes can be selected. Park shows the manual intervention over an 
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oversteer unit (100), the smooth transition (Figs. 5, 7 and 8). However, Park fails to 
explicitly show the hearing device. Traini teaches a similar video camera using 
headphones as the hearing device. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Park's camera by having headphones connecting into it 
as taught by Traini in order to allow the user to selectively adjust the sound perception 
while listening to the live audio.
